BLAMED ON LABOR TROUBLE 


Concern Buys Material from Amer- 
ican Bridge Co., Which in Past 
Has Been Dynamite Target. 


MEN FLOORED; WINDOWS BROKEN 


Two dynamite bombs were exploded last 
night in the Iroquois Iron company’s new 
$1,000,000 plant in course of construction in 
South Chicago at Ninety-eecond street and 
the lake. 

Windows were shattered in buildings for 
many blocks around and hundreds of persons 
were awakened by the thundering detona- 
tions. 

The first explosion blew out a seven foot 
fence for a distance of fully fifty feet on 
the west side of the plant. One of the 
watchmen of the plant was within 100 feet 
of the falling palisades, but saw no one after 
the detonation, which he declared fairly 
rocked the ground he was standing on and 
almost threw him from his feet. 

It is believed by the police that the explo- 
sions were caused by labor troubles. Offi- 
cials of the Iroquois Iron company said they 
were unaware that any threats had been re- 
ceived, and denied any differences with the 
workmen employed in the construction of 
the new building. 


Recalls Bridge Company Bombs. 

The company, however, has secured sup- 
plies for the new plant from the American 
Bridge company, which, in times past, has 
been involved in labor troubles resulting in 
bomb explosions. The first of these occurred 
Aug. 5, 1908, at One Hundred and Thirty -third 
street and the Calumet river, where the Amer- 
ican Bridge company was constructing a 
bridge for the Illinois Central. The second 
bomb demolished several cars of structural 
iron at Bighty-ninth street and the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern side track. 
This was on Jan. 22 of last year. 

The company had employed nonunion men 
on several big contracts, it was said. 

Most of the structural steel work of the 
iron company’s new plant was in place and: 
the company had expected to occupy the 
building soon. The extent of the damage 
from the explosions could not be estimated 
early this morning. 

Four night watchmen are employed at the 
building. None of them could give the police 
any information as to places where the 
bombs were touched off. 


Firemen See Second Explosion. 

The crew of engine company No. 58, a fire- 
boat lying at Ninety-second street and the 
Calumet river, were thrown from their bunks 
by the force of the first explosion, which 
occurred at 10:50 o’clock. Fifteen minutes 
later when the second bomb exploded the 
firemen saw the flash of flame at the Iroquois 
plant. 2 

John Nemick, a repairman for the fire de- 
partment, who Hves at Ninety-third street 
and Ewing avenue, telephoned the Engle 
wood fire alarm station of the explosion. 

He said that all the windows in his house 
and for two or three blocks around were 
broken. 

Capt. William Sweeney of the fireboat alkko 
notified fire headquarters of the havoc 
wrought by the bombs. 


Police Start Investigation. 

Policemen trom the South Chicago and east 
side stations were rushed to the scene and 
an investigation started into the cause of the 
explosions. 

As there are several saloons in the vicinity 
of the Iroquois plant, it was believed at first 
the bombs were aimed at keepers of disor- 
derly houses. Nearly an hour elapsed before 
the police were abje to determine where the 
explosions took place. 

The damage caused by broken windows will 
amount to several thousand dollars. Hun- 
dreds of panes of glass were shattered in the 
car barns of the Calumet Electric company 
at Ninet}-third street and Ewing avenue. 

Two men who were standing at the bar of 
Canovan's saloon, 9500 Ewing avenue, were 
knocked down by the force of the explosion.

New York, Feb. 24.—Brooklyn bridge broke 
its record as a scene of daredevil exploits 
today. A suicide or professional bridge jump- 
er never thrilled the throng of bridge prom- 
enaders more than did the appearance of a 
dashing young blonde on the great thorough- 
fare late this afternoon. 

She was attired in the new barem skirt— 
the first of the millions of New York women 
publicly to venture the new affectation of 
men’s clothes, which has stirred continenta) 
cities to riot. It nearly came to that on the 
bridge today. 

Pedestrian traffic was blocked by the 
crowds which collected in the woman's wake 
and followed her bold bead right into news- 
paper row, postoffice square, and down 
Broadway, finally vanishing into the under- 
ground atation of the Hudson tubes. 

The focus of attention was on the split 
ekirt reaching a Httle below the knees, dis- 
closing black bloomerlike contrivances tight- 
ly gathered up about the ankles. 


MOB PELTS WEARER IN PARIS. 

PARIS, Feb. 24.—Riots and disturbances 
are increasing in frequency as the result of 
the appearance in the streets of women wear- 
ing the new trousers skirt. 

The Avenue de Opera was the scene of a 
serious outbreak today. The trousers skirt 
wearer, having been surrounded by a laugh- 
ing, jeering crowd, was unable to proceed.

Based upon the accusations of extreme 
corruption in the First ward and upon a 
showing of the omnipotence in that district 
of the Hinky Dink-Bath House-Brady com- 
bine, was an appeal for the appointment of 
two special watchers at the polls in each pre- 
cinct of the ward. 

If the county judge will allow these 
watchers to be selected by the City club, 
the Civic Reform league, the Chicago Law 
and Order league, the Municipal Voters’ 
league, or the Legislative Voters’ league, the 
Democratic county committee and its alder- 
manic candidate, Col. Leopold Moss, offer 
to pay Into court in advance sufficient money 
to meet all the expenses of the proposed safe- 
guard. 


Owens to Decide Today. 

Judge Owens said after the petition had 
been read in open court by Attorney Alfred 
Austrian that he would render a decision at 
10 o’clock this morning. He'said there would 
be an “impartial watcher” in every pre 
cinct in which corruption might reasonably . 
be feared. He did not say whether the im- 
partial watchers’ would be selected by the 
same processes by which the present im- 
partial election machinery has been built 
up in Hinky Dink’s baillwick, or whether the 
actual nonpartisan procedure suggested by 
the petition would be followed. 

With the stage set, a great crowd having

ballots in the same handwriting, over 70 
per cent ot the voters received assist 
ance or instruction in marking their 
ballots, and an investigation by County 
Judge Ripaker resulted in the whole vote 
of the precinct being thrown out. 

In the Seventeenth precinct fourteen 
votes were cast by persons who had no 
right to vote. 

In the Nineteenth precinct at least eleven 
lilegal votes were cast, seventeen names 
being voted from 1412 Wabash avenue, 
although there were only eight persons 
ving at that address, and although one 
Carson, one of the clerks of elettion in 
the precinct, was one of these eight, and 
had resided at that address for a year and 
a half. 

In the Twenty-sixth precinct at least 
fifteen illegal votes were cast, and one 
Ike Bloom, proprietor of Freiberg’s no- 
torious dance hall in the levee, although 
he did not reside in the precinct, was 
allowed by the judges and clerks tq “ in- 
struct voters in the marking of their 
ballots and to instruct them in an il- 
lega! manner. 


Voters That Do Not Exist. 


It is then noted in the petition to Judge 


Owens that the election at which these frauds 
were detected was not a flercely contested 
one, as is the present, and it is asserted that 
gince that election about 2,600 names have 
been added to the registration lists, making 
a total of about 10,000 registered namesin the 
ward, although there are only about 6,000 
qualhfied voters. 

In proof of this it is noted that out of 590 
challenges of recent registrations by ada vit 
considered by the election board this week, 
451 have been upheld and the names erased, 
either after hearing or because of nonap- 
pearance. 

The petition shows vividly why some of the 
wen did not appear. They couldn't. They 
jidn’t exist. Or if they did exist, they had 
already appeared under another name. 


Alleged Devices for Fraud. 

The following devices for fraudulent reg- 
(stration in the Hinky Dink domain were 
noted in the petition: 

Persons living in the district. are reg- 

. lstered regardless of whether they have 

deem in the state a year or the county 
ninety days, or of their compliance with 
other prerequisites to the right of fran- 
chise. 

Persons are registered in several] differ- 
ent precincts, firet giving their multiple 
existence an apparent reality by being the 
guest of many different lodging houses 
in turn under different names, and voting 
from all of them on the same day. 

Transients. intending to leave the city 
before election day are registered. 

Transients register by affidevit just be 
fore election. 

Judges and clerks of their own motion 
fill the registry book with purely fictitious 
names just as though men corresponding 
to them had actuslly come in and reg- 
istered. 

Analyzes Repeaters’ Methods. 

After the methods of loading the poll 
books have been exposed, the petition goes 
into the election day manipulations. It is 
charged that gangs of “‘ repeaters” go from 
polling place to polling place, being supplied 
with the names of voters known by the Kenna 
machine to be fictitious, or to be the names 
dt men who heve left the city, or who have 
registered from many different precincts, 
and voting in those names. Two systems are 
described by which the machine is assured 
that the vote thut cast is cast for the right 
candidates, the “endless chain,” and the 
instruction game.“ 

The endless chain consists of giving 
blank ballots to the vote purchagers outside 
the polling place, who mark them and give 
them to the voter to place in the bailot box. 
When the voter enters the polling place, of 
course, he receives a blank ballot. 

He goes into the booth, makes a noise like 
@ man marking a ballot, comes out, deposits 
the ballot marked by the vote buyer in the 
ballot box, and returns to him with the 


blank one he has received. In exchange for 


it he gets his pay. 


No Democratic Challengers. 

A sensational section of the bill is that 
dealing with four precincts of this same 
Hinky Dink bailiwick in which it is charged 
that there are no Democratic precinct com- 
mitteemen, and in which, therefore, the judge 
te asked to authorize the Democratic county 
central committee to appoint the regular 
challengers. 

This move, it is said, is opposed by the elec- 
tion commissioners and it is charged that 
euch action by the board will “work an 
illegal collusion with illegal and fradulent 
conspiracy in the arrangement of said Kenna, 
Coughlin, and Brady to further the frauds 
and irregularities to be practiced and carried 
out pursuant to said conspiracy.”’ 

In two of the precincts in question, the 
Sixteenth and Twentieth, the committeemen 
last elected are dead, and in the other two, 
the Seventh and Ninth, it is contended that 
they are not legal voters in those precincts. 

The election board is also charged with 
refusing to appoint reputable and well quali- 
fied applicants for the positions of judges 
and clerks in the First ward, and with ap- 
pointing in their stead at the instance of the 
Hinky Dink machine disreputabie persons, 
non-householdere, and non-residents. 

The investigations of fraud and corrup- 
tion in the First ward on which the pe- 
tition is based were made by John A. Mul- 
doon and Charles L. Brewster, whose affi- 
davits are attached to it.

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SAYS THOMPSON 


Merriam Submits Affidavit by 
Cornelius Ton Relative to 
the County Funds. 


CLAIMS AN ADMISSION. 


Recent Candidate for County 
Treasurer Says Official Told 
of Keeping Money. 


In an affidavit made public last night, for- 


charged that John R. Thompson last autumn 
admitted he (Thompson) had not turned over 
all the interest received on county funds 
while he was county treasurer. 

Moreover, it was alleged, Mr. Thompson 
advised Mr. Ton, then a candidate for county 
treasurer at the Republican primaries on 
Sept. 15, not to make a written pledge to 
pay back into the public exchequer every 
dollar and cent of interest, as Mr. Ton pro- 
posed to promise, and later did promise. 


Replies to Thompson Claims. 

This affidavit was given out from the Mer- 
rlam headquarters in the Grand Pacific hotel 
in reply to Mr. Thompson's statement and 
speeches regarding his disposition of the in- 
terest on county cash in his custody when 
county treasurer. The document was what 
Mr. Merriam, speaking at Thursday’s noon- 
day mgeting in the Garrick theater, referred 
to when he said that “in a day or so Mr. 
Thomspon would learn why the questions 
were being asked.“ 

Candidate Merriam’s comment on the Ton 
affidavit was limited last night to the fol- 
lowing: 

“Mr. Thompson, in replying to questions 
propounded o him by, me, said thet he paid 
to the county all of the interest on county 
funds. What has Mr. Thompson to say to 
this affidavit?’

Here Is the Ton Affidavit. 

Here is the affidavit of Mr. Tom, which the 
Merriam managers regard as the shot frqm 
their twelve inch gun calculated to shatter 
Mr. Thompson's hopes: . . 

State of Illinois, County of Cook—es.: 

“Cornelius J. Ton, being first duly 
sworn, on oath deposes and says that he 
was a candidate for the Republican nom- 
ination of county treasurer of Cook county 
at the Republican primaries on Sept, 15, 
1910; that he had several meetings with 
John R. Thompeon, the county treasurer 
of Cock county, and that said John R. 
Thompson encouraged him to run for said 
office. 

“That said Ton met the said Thompson 
many times during the said campaign at 
various places within the loop district of 
Chicago, all of such meetings being held 
at places designated by said Thompson 
for the purpose of evoiding publicity and 
0 as to enable said Thompson to pose as 
the supporter of the regular organization 
candidete for Cook county treasurer, 
Thomas J. Healy, during the time that he 
was supporting said Ton for the same 
office.

MERRIAM AND GRAHAM 
REPLY TO QUESTIONS. 


Republican Says Commission Had 
No Aathority to. Prosecute; Demo- 
crat Would Have City Control Har- 
bor; Hesitates on Ownership. 


Ald Charles E. Merriam replied last night 
to the question of a subscriber, published 
yesterday in the political. query column of 
THE TRIBUNE, to why he did not follow up 
the Merriam commission's investigations of 
city affairs by seeing that' the parties con- 
cerned were prosecuted to the fullest tent 
of the law.“ Also why a special state's at- 
torney was not appointed if that were consid- 
ered necessary. 75 

Here is Ald. Merriam’s answer: 

“T am glad the question propounded in 
THE TRIBUNE has been asked, for it gives me 
an opportunity to make plain a situation 
which ought to be more generally under- 
stood. 

“The commission on city expenditures, 
commonly called the Merriam commiseion, 
had no powen to prosecute or punish any 
person. It had no authority to summon wit- 
nesses, except city hall employés; no power 
to administer the oath to any one; no power 
to compel the production of books, docu- 
ments, and papers, except city documents. 
The commission had no power to indict or 
convict anyone, nor could we institute either 
civil or criminal proceedings. The commis- 
sion was an advisory body and made its 
recommendations to the mayor, as responsi- 
ble head of the: administration, and to the 
city council, as trustees of the corporation. 

“ All of our testimony and other pertinent 
material was transmitted to the state's at- 


torney of Cook county. This official is re- 


sponsible for the institutiqn of the criminal 
proceedings following and for their prose- 
cution. 

The statutes of Illinois provide the only 
conditions, I am advised by counsel, under 
which a special state’s attorney may be ap- 
pointed. They are as follows: 

Whenever the attorney general or state’s 
attorney is sick or absent, or unable to attend, 
or is interested in any cause or proceedings, 
civil or criminal, which it is or may be his 
duty to prosecute or defend, the court in 
which such cause or proceeding is pending 
may appoint some competent attorney to 
prosecute or defend such cause or proceeding: 
and the attorney so appointed shall have the 
same power and authority, in relation to such 
cause or proceeding, as the attorney gen- 
era] or states attorney would have had if 
present and attending to thesame. (Revised 
statutes of Illinois, chapter 14, section 6.) 

Under these conditions it was not possible 
to obtain the appointment of a special state's 
attorney for the city hall graft cases.

Andrew J. Graham, in responge to the 
query put to him by Edward F. Dunne 
through Tus Trisocns, said: 

Before the publication of the questions 
put to me through THE TRIBUNE this morn- 
ing I had prepared and, in fact, placed ad- 
vance copies of a speech on the subject they 
concerned in the hands of the repreeentatives 
of the afternoon newspapers. This speech, 
which states my views on the harbor ques- 
tion, was delivered at the Chicago opera 
house meeting at noon. In it I eaid concern- 
ing the harbor question: 

„In the platform which I presented to the 
Business Men's aesociation when they re- 
quested me to become a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination, among other things 
I stated: 2 

That every effort should be made to give 
our city an adequate harbor so that she 
might again secure her former hold on trade 
as queen of the great lakes.

“ Whether thie harbor should be one con- 
structed and owned by the municipelity or 
simply controlled by the municipality ts a 
matter I should went more thorough know 
edge of than I now possess. If the munici- 
pelity did construct, build, and own such a 
harbor as we should possess, it means add- 
ing another immense burden on the people in 
‘the way of taxation, and I am one of those 
citizens who believe that our taxation is in- 
creasing with such rapidity ae almost to 
amount to confiscation of property. On the 
other hand, a thorough investigation of all 
the facte connected with the establishment 
of a harbor might develop that it ie to the 
interest of the taxpeyers not only to contro] 
but actually to own the harbor. 

“This fact I do know, that the city of Chi- 
cago must control the harbor. If an investi- 
gation of all the facts demonstrates that it 
is a good business proposition for the city to 
own the herbor, then Iam in favor ot it. But, 
for the purpose of obtaining votes I do not 
intend to commit myeelf to a policy about 
which I have not sufficient facts to warrant 
any declaration. 

“It is enough for me to say that under 
all circumstances the city must control the 
harbor, and after & coniplete public hearing 
and discussion it is deemed expedient for it 
to own the harbor, then it is the course I 
shall pursue if elected to the mayoralty.”

[EXPERTS TO URGE 


75 CENT GAS RATE 


Reduction to at Least This 
Figure Said to Be Plan of 
Hagenah Report. 


OLD ORDINANCE EXPIRES. 


Company Could Raise Price in 
Interim, but Such Action 
Is Not Expected. 


Reports that the experts now investigating 
the cost of making gas will urge a reduction 
in price from 86 to 75, and possibly to 70 cents 
a thousand feet, were confirmed yesterday in 
an unusually widespread discussion of the 
subject. 

The interest aroused during the day was 
due to the fact that the present five year rate 
period was established on Feb. 25, 1906, so 
that its hour of expiration was midnight. 

An opinion from the corporation counsel 
given the committee on gas, oil, and electric 
light-held that in the event that time elapsed 
between the expiration of the first period 
and the establishment of rates for the sec- 
ond, the company would not be violating its 
ordinance by raising ite prices. Such a 
period now exists, as the committee will not 
be able to fix the new rates for several weeks. 


Raise Is Not Expected, 

Little alarm was felt in any quarter that 
the company might consider changing its 
prices during this period. As for the gas 
company, it maintained that the five year 
period expired en Feb. 1 of thie year and 
that its intentions were made clear when it 
permitted. ite cates to stand during this 
month. 

Tite franchise was passed on Feb. 14, 1906, 
and was not accepted by the corporation 
until Feb. 25 of that year. It provided, how- 
ever, that the rates fixed in it should be the 
legal rates on and after. Feb. 1. In other 
words, it was retroactive, through the com- 
pany’s agreement to this effect. 

Hence the difference of opinion as to the 
date of the expiration of the period. Rep- 
resentatives of the city deemed themselves 
wise in accepting Feb. 25, as the company 
might insist that the rates now to be fixed 
could not be made effective back ofthat date 
without its approval. a 


Talk of 75 Cent Rate. 

The disclosure of the probability of a 78 
cent rate came about through informal] com- 
ments made on the situation by members of 
the committee on gas, oil, and electric light 
in touch with the investigation of W. J. 
Hagenah and his aesistants. They are said 
to have stated to some of their associates that 
75 cent gas is not an impossibility and that 
the committee probably will recommend a 
rate at about that figure.

Capt. A. J. Kelly Says Approaching 
Month Is Worst of All. 


HOW TO MAKE A NICE FIRE 

Take an ordinary parior lace curtain. Heng it 
at any window which does not open on à court. 
Light the 
Any time after the first of March open 
the window 30 a March breese can biow in. Then 
leave the room. Return in about half an heur and 
the fire will be ready. 

Read what Capt. A. J. Kelly of the Chicago 
fire department heg to say about March lace 
curtain fires and you may take such precau- 
tion as will prevent a demonstration of thie 
particular recipe in your own residence, 


Many Lace Curtain Fires, 

Last March we bad twelve fires of dis- 
astrous consequence, making an eggregate 
fire loss of $6,000, which were started by 
lace curtains. said Capt. Kelly in comment- 
ing on Chicago fire conditiong yesterday. 
Through. the remainder of the year we have 
on an average five lace curtain firee each 


. month. 


It is one of the things firemen cannot 
understand why women should be so careless 
with lace curtains. The average woman 
seems to have no conception of distance. She 
see a gas jet all aflame within five feet of her 
window and then she le surprised if the wind 
carries the lace curtain Into the fire. 


Calls March Worst Month. 
The month of March is the worst of all. 
During the winter people have their windows 
closed much of the time: In the summer the 
gas jet is not alight so much of the time, but 
just as soon as the weather begins to get 


the lace curtain fires begin. 

“The only way to prevent is not to hang 
lace curtaine in any room where there is a 
gas jet that is sometimes lighted. I have 
known instances where a curtain, borne on 
the breeze, reached up and caught afire from 
a jet in the center of the room and close to 
the ceiling.“ 

Here’s an Illustration.

affected by the walkout order. Final strike 
action will be taken by the Biectrica) Work- 
ers District council next Monday. 
The strike action of the union wie taken 
following a report made by a cemmittece 
of the employée that the company refused 
to reinstate the discharged men. Martin J. 
Healy, president of the disffiet council, 
called on General Manager Hibbard of the 
company and ‘demanded that the men be 
taken back to work. The demand was re- 
fused. 

The ad men were found to be 
disloyal to the compeny,’’ said Mr. Hibbard. 
They were busy organizing rather than 
working. They wil} not be taken back. 


Strike Sentiment Runs High. 

Strike sentiment ran high at the meeting 
of the union and every effort will be made 
to induce the district council to sanction the 
walkout. In the event the strike order ig 
issued the fight wild) be a bitter one, as the 
company is determined to maintam an open 
shop and the union refuses to recede from its 
organizing campaign among the electrical. 
workers employed by the company. 

The strike action of the union followed a 
massmeeting of 400 union and nonunion em- 
ployée held Thursday evening. at which the 
officials of the union were given authority 
to go ahead with the fight againat the com- 
pany unless the men ere reinsiated. Man- 
ager Hibbard declared that fewer than thirty 
union men are employed on the company’s 
lines.

" Indianian Curious About Ruling. 

“I was curious, Mr. President, to know 
why this committee, which is not now com- 
posed of the same senators who composed 
the committee mat made this ruling, could 
possibly have made such a ruling and I 
Was even more astounded when I recall 
what occurred in the election case in Utah. 
In that matter, not of the validity of the 
election of the senior senator [Mr. Smoot] 
but of his expulsion, not only hearsay was 
freely admitted, if, indeed, it was not invited. 
- Testimony as to what a newspaper had said 
was admitted if it was not invited. 

“I have all of these here, Mr. President, 
more than forty instances where this com- 
mittee, composed largely of the same mem- 
bers who now compose it and with the same 
chairman, under the chalrman's ruling ad- 
mitted hearsay and rumor and newspaper 
statements. I do not want to be harsh, but 
it would seem that in the exclusion of the 
testimony of Gray and Ford and Murray as 
to a declaration of Beckemyer and in the 
refusal to permit State’s Attorney Murray to 
testify as to Luke's statement about this 
transaction, when contrasted with the rulings 
of this same committee in the Smoot case, it 
depends a good deal on whose ox is gored. 


“Hinky Dink“ and Griffin. 

The senator read the ruling im the Smoot 
case to prove his point and then continued: 

“I might as well correct another thing. 
The sitting member—I think I quote him oor- 
rectly, if I do not I hope I will be eet right— 
stated the other day that Griffin voted for

Yet we are assured 
by the sitting member that he was delivered 
to him by Hinky Dink. 


„Damning Circumstances” Revealed. 

Thus, Mr. President, one by one the un- 
substantial excuses for members’ votes dis- 
appear and the damning circumstances un- 
der which they were procured come forth. 
Gradually as we examine the record the cloud 
of confusion that has been raised in this 
chamber in order to raise in senators’ minds 
a doubt and permit them to vote is vanish- 
ing.” 

MR. GALLINGER-—I noticed a little while 
ago the senator ‘poke about a reputable man.

Mr. Beveridge also discussed Bathroom 
Bob” Wilson, showing his connection with 
the payment of money in St. Louis. He re- 
ferred to the way in which Wilson had evaded 
the committee when it attempted to summon 
him to testify in Chicago. 


Powerful Presentation of Facts. 

There is not the slightest doubt that in his 
presentation of facts Mr. Beveridge made one 
of the strongest speeches that has ever been 
heard in the United States senate. His dis- 
cussion of law was equally sound, and sen- 
ators who had defended the mathematical 
rule, notably Bailey of Texas, refused to take 
up the challenge he flung at them to dispute 
the points he made. 

The Indianian precipitated something akin 
to a sensation by showing how radically dif- 
ferent the law was interpreted by the siz 
members of the investigating committee who 
“ vindicated ” Mr. Lorimer in the report they 
submitted to the full committee and the same 
men in the report they signed as members of | 
the full committee. 

But, besides showing the committee up in 
this fashion, Mr. Beveridge by reference to 
the authorities established that seven cor- 
rupt votes would invalidate Mr. Lorimer's 
election. % 

It was an able lawyer like statement he 
made in this respect and it was put in such 
lucid ianguage that he who ran might read. 


Burrows’ Citation of Conkling. 

When Senator Burrows concluded the 
speech he delivered in the senate for Mr. 
Lorimer, he quoted Senator Roscoe Conk- 
ling’s appeal to his colleagues not to be 
swayed by popular clamor jn the disposition 
of the Caldwell case then pending. 

He pointed out that Conkling supported the 
astounding principle that the senate had no 
right to investigate whether or not a legis- 
lator had been bribed in a senatorial election. 

The Indiana senator concluded his speech 
with a stirring peroration in which he be- 
sought the senate to act upon the Lorimer 
ease with respect to the merits of the testi- 
mony and established law. He insisted the 
institutions of the republic were at stake, 
and that unless bribery were stamped out 
the union would be destroyed. 


SENATOR BEVERIDGLE’sS SPEECH. 

Senator Beveridge, in resuming his speech 
on the Lorimer case, called attention to the 
testimony showing that Mr. Lorimer prom- 

. Ised in consideration of the vote of Legislator 
Shephard to favor the latter in the appoint- 
ment ef the Jersey ville postmaster. 

“Shephard testified,” said the senator, 
“that the promise of influence concerning 
the appointment of postmaster and aseist- 
ant postmaster was the only consideration 
for his vote. Iam not going to enlarge upon 
that. In law, asa strict matter of law, nobody 
will deny that is bery. That is bribery 
in law, but Iam not going to enlarge upon it.” 

MR. BAILEY—Do I understand the senator 
from Indiane to declare that as a matter of | 
law it is bribery to say you will not recom- 
mend or indorse a certain man? 

MR. BEVERIDGE—Now that is not what 
was said that he would use his Influence to 
prevent their appointment I say that as a 
matter of law that is ag illegal a thing in 
elections as the promise that he would use 
his influence affirmatively. What is the dif- 


Bailey’s Idea of Corruption. 

MR. BAILEY—I think it perfectly true thet 
if Shephard hed said if you will give me 
this office or give my son or brother this 
office,’’ that would have been a corrupt agree- 
ment. But the promise that he would not 
give it to somebody else was not. Let me ask 
the senator this question: Does the senator

Refers to Lincoln’s Oase. 

In reply to Mr. Bailey's likening of Browne 
to Abraham Linooln, Mr. Beveridge recounted 
the history of the famous contest in which 
Lincoin helped elect Lyman Trumbull, a 
Democrat, to the senate because Trumbull 
Was opposed to the repeal of the Missouri 
compromise, 

When it appeared to Abraham Lincoln,“ 
said the senator, “ that he could not himself 
be elected, when it appeared to Abraham 
Lincoln that the Douglas Democrat, that 
is, the map who was in favor of the repeal 
of the Missouri compromise, could be elected, 
then, in order to save the great principle for 
which he labored to the end of his life, and 
for which he died in this city, Abraham Lin- 
coln told his followers to vote for Lyman 
Trumbull, anti-Nebraska Democrat, against 
the repeal of the Missouri compromise. 

That was the circumstance of that trans- 
action, one of the mightiest issues that ever 
went before the people of this or any other 
country. And yet we are told that this is an 
example; this is an illustgition of the same 
thing Lee O' Neil Browne did in case, 
What does the senate think of it? What does 
the country think of it?’’ 


Attacks Bailey’s Mathematics, 

Concluding his detailed analysis of the testi- 
mony, Mr. Beveridge attacked} Senator 
Balley's mathematical rule under which the 
Texan contended that Mr. Lorimer was 
legally elected, even if eleven votes had been 
tainted by bribery. The Indianian showed 
that under this rule Senator Clark of Mon- 
tana would have been legally elected in spite 
of the exposed bribery of eight votes, and yet 
the committee in that case decided against 
him and Clark resigned. 

The senator then read decisions to show 
that Mr. Lorimer justly must be held ac- 
countable for the acts of Browne ag his agent. 

“I have discharged my duty, Mr. Presi- 
dent, he concluded, and discharged it 
without ill will. I have borne none. I have 
not felt the fervor of advocacy. I have felt 
the earnestness of a judge acting under oath. 
The question of cowardice was mentioned the 
other day. Mr. President, it has not been 
ah easy thing; it has not been a pleasant 
thing to be compelled to take the position 
against the validity of the election of the sit- 
ting member or any other man onearth. I 
appeal to no man to meet this case with 
courage. 


Refers to Issue of Courage. 

J take it we all have courage equally, but 
if it tgok courage to do one thing more than 
another it would take courage for any man 
with a heart of sympathy in him to have to 

ke a position against the validity of an elec- 

ion which would unseat a member of this 
body. 

“Mr. Conkling made that plea. He was 
quoted by the senator from Michigan (Mr. 
Burrows) in tke senator’s most comprehen- 
sive and erudite speech, but I wondered when 
the senator from Mjchigan closed by quoting 
the closing appeal of the mighty Conkling 
where Conkling addressed his colleagues and 
begged them to act under the law and not 
abandon it, where he begged them to be 
brave and stand against public clamor and 
not yield to it—I wondered why the senator 
from Michigan did not tell this body what 
position Conkling took in the Caldwell case. 

„It was perhaps the greatest speech in 
the life of that amazing intellect. I believe, 
with one exception, it is considered Roscoe 
Conkling’s masterpiece. It is weighty with 
learning, and yet it has the wings of an elo- 
quence of which only Roscoe Conkling was 
the master, while its wit and its erudition 
makes the reading of that speech as engaging 
an occupation for an hour as the reading of 
poetry or a novel. 

Conkling’s Stand on Bribery. 

„et Roscoe Conkling in the Caldwell cage 
took the position that the senate could not 
go into the question of the bribery of a legis- 
lature to elect a member ofthis body. Roscoe 
Conkling gave all his mighty and almost 
unparalleled ability and Jearning, all his 
overwhelming and dominant character, to try 
to persuade the senate that it was not any of 
our business whether anybody was bribed 
or not. 

„Why did not the senator tell what Conk- 
ling’s position was in that case? The older 
senators will remember that from the time 
Roscoe Conkling took that position in that 
mighty speech, which lasted two or three 
days on this floor—from that time on he began 
to sway and finally did fall from the pedestal 
of confidence that the American people 
theretofore had in his judgment asa public 
man. ' 

“ That speech was the first, I believe, to 
destroy the public belief of this nation ip 
Roscoe Conkling’s soundness of judgment 
on public questions, a thing he never could 
recover. It was only fair when the senator 
from Michigan quoted in the end of his 
speech the thrilling and upliftingly eloquent 
words of Conkling that he should have told 
us that Conkling spent all of that eloquence 
and all of that learning to try to establisp 
the proposition that we had no business to 
go into the bribery of an election to a seat 
in this body. 

Quotes the Words of Thurman. 

“OO, Mr. President, Conkling appealed to 
us to stand by the law then. Allen G. Thur- 
man, sitting, I believe, about where the sena- 
tor from Missouri (Mr. Stone) sits now, said: 
Tes, we appeal to the law, but we are 
the senate of the United States and we have 
a right to go into the bribery, if any, by 
which this election was secured.’ 

“ Allen G. Thurman said that in his opin- 
ion the election was invalid on account of 
it, and Conkling was opposed by Morton and 


Saulsbury and all the mighty, if less bril- - 


liant, men of hig time. So Conkling’e theory 
did not prevail and Caldwell resigned his 
seat. 

In the Caldwell case the senate was again 
appealed to on the ground of his blameless 
life, of hie long period of years of toll and 
honorable business dealings, but that availed 
nothing, Mr. President, with the great judges 
of our earlier. days. 5

SENATOR CULLOM’S ATTITUDE. 

The Chicago Daily News printed the fol- 
lowing dispatch from its Washington corre- 
spondent: 

“Senator Shelby M. Cullom of Illinois will 
cast hig vote in favor of seating his colleague 
in the senate, William Lorimer, when à vote 
is taken on the latter’s title to his seat, which 
is under a cloud as a result of bribery charges 
connected with his election by the Illinois 
legislature. 

“Senator Cullom has made no public an- 
nouncement to this effect, but has stated his 
intention privately to friends. . Until within 
the last twenty-four hours the senator had 
not communicated to any one which way he 
would vote on the case. Now that it is estab- 
lished that a majority of the present senate is 
in favor of seating Senator Lorimer, Senator 
Cullom has made his position known. 

“Tt has been evident in Washington for 
many days that the Lorimer forces were 
bringing every pressure to bear on Senator 
Cullom to vote to sustain his colleague.’ They 
have brought into play every politician in 
Illinois who could be controlled by them with 
a view to influencing his vote. 


Gives Lorimer Benefit of Doubt. 

„From the outset it has been known that 
Mr. Cullom has felt that owing to the fact 
that he had never been particularly asso- 
ciated with Mr. Lorimer or his crowd in 
Illinois politics, it was his duty to lean over 
backward in reaching a decision, and unless 
he was convinced beyond all reasonable doubt 
that Mr. Lorimer’s electlion was a corrupt 


one he should vote for him. 


„It is understood that the senator feels 
that the evidence of corruption at Springfield 
while throwing a,doubt on the legality of Mr. 
Lorimer’s election, is not wholly conclusive. 
It is said that he does not believe Mr. Lori- 
mer himself has been shown to have had 
any connection with bribery and that he is, 
therefore, entitled to the legal doubt on the 
whole question. 

From the outset Senator Cullom realized 
that his political future may rest on his 
vote in the case. It has been his expressed 
desire to give a just verdict, regardless of 
It has 
been.said that he owed nothing to Mr. Lor- 
imer politically, and the treatment accorded 
him by Mr. Lorimer when he first came tothe 
senate did not indicate close relations be- 
tween the two. 


Converse in Senate Chamber. 


“Recently Mr. Lorimer has twice con- 
versed with Senator Cullom in the senate 
chamber. Practically all of Mr. Cullom’s 
old legislative friends in the senate will vote 
to uphold Mr. Lorimer, and this fact alone 
meant that if Mr. Cullom departed from them 
he would be put in the position of repudiating 
not only Mr. Lorimer but the senate commit- 
tee on privileges and elections and some of 
hds intimates as well. 

Whether Senator Cullom intends to be a 
candidate for reélection two years hence is a 
mooted question here. The senator is in hie 
eighty-second year and has been in public 
life fifty-eight years of that time. He at- 
tends to daily routine with greater persist- 
ency than most of his colleagues and is active 
in mind and body. Should he decide to be a 
candidate again Illinois would be particularly 
interested to see what attitude the Lorimer 
forces in the state take toward his candi- 


dacy. 


MORE LORIMER CONTRADICTIONS. 

Springfield, III., Feb. 24.—(Special.j]—The 
progress of the Lorimer case in Washington 
engrossed the attention of the legislature to- 
day as it did yesterday. Bulletins from 
Washington were followed with the closest 
interest and many guesses were made ae to 
what the finish will be,

Lorimer Votes for Change. 
‘ Conspicuous among those who voted for 
the Sutherland amendment was Senator Lor- 
imer of Illinois, whose election has given im- 
petus to the movement for a change in the 
method of electing United States senators. 

Mr. Lorimer was absent throughout the 
day while Senator Beveridge was assailing 
the record of bribery in the election of the 
Illinolg boss. He had been absent likewise 
yesterday, and in fact had not appeared on 
the floor of the senate since his own speech 
on Wednesday. 

Bearcely anybody knew he was in the 
chamber until his name was called by the 
secretary on the roll call on the motion to 
adopt the Sutherland amendment. But, fol- 
lowing one of his numerous bell wethers, Mr. 
Lorimer was heard responding in the af- 
firmative. 


Change Which Was Made. 

The Sutherland amendment provides that 
the federal government shall retain control 
over the election of senators and prescribe 
the qualifications of voters therefor. This 
has frightened many southern Democrats 
who fear that the federal government could 
thereby interfere with their disfranchise- 
ment of the negroes. 

In fact, it has frightened enough southern 
Democratic senators to convince humerous 
Republican senators that they can safely 
vote for the direct election resolution with- 
out danger of giving it the two-thirds major- 
ity necessary to its adoption. : 

Senator Borah, who is in charge of the res- 
olution, charges that the amendment was 
supported with this cunning end in view. 


JUDGE LINDSEY DECLARES 
WOMEN POLITICALLY PURE. 


Where One Is Found Crooked There Are 
One Hundred Men, Says the Colorado 
Jurist. 


Albany, N. T., Feb. 24‘ Occasionally a 
woman in politics is found corrupt,” said 
Judge Ben B. Lindsey of the Juvenile court 
of Denver, speaking before a massmeeting 
of suffragists today, but where one woman 
is found crooked there are about 100 men.”’ 

Judge Lindsey took exception. to state- 
ments in an article written by Richard Barry 
on conditions in Colorado, a suffrage state, 
declaring that many of them were faise- 
hoods. . 

*The recital of things which have been 
done or have not been done in the suffrage 
states, he said, and the advancement of 
the theory thet as women have not passed 
certain laws they should be disfranchised, 
might also be applied to the states where men 
alone vote. It would be logical. ' 

„Another statement has been made tothe 
effect that the women of Colorado have not 
tried to get through the legislature bills re- 
garding child labor. This is a deliberate lie. 
Last year I had seven of these bills drafted. 

Three I gave to a woman in the legislature 
and the others I distributed among four sena- 
tors. The woman got the three billa passed, 
but the senators could not even get theirs 
out of committee.” 

He referred to women’s work as police and 
probation officers, and said he believed each 
had done more good than forty men could 
have or would have done. He added: 

The net results of woman suffrage would 
be good.“ —

Bill Reported to Senate Without Rec- 
ommendat ion.

Washington, D. d., Feb. 24.—(Special.}—- 
The Canadian reciprocity treaty wae laid 
before the senate this afternoon. It was 
reported on bebalf of the finance committee 
by Senator Burrows, without amendment 
and without recommendation. 

Friends of the measure got little comfort 
out of the way it was received in the senate, 
and the indications are now stronger than 
ever that a vote on the measure will be 
blocked and that a special session will be 
called by the president. 


The president himeelf apparently has cone 


to the conclusion there is little hope for the 
bill at this session of congress. He already 
is making his plans for the calling of a special! 
session in the event of a failure by the senate 
to vote on the measure. 


Taft Confers with Champ Clark| 

Mr. Taft called Champ Clark, the next 
speaker, and Oscar Underwood, chairman of 
the ways and means committee of the next 
house, to the White House last night and 
discussed the possibility of convening the 
new congress in extra session. The president 
told the two Democratic leaders of the new 
house that in the event of the senate failing 
to vote he will iseue his call on March 4, the 
last day of the presem session. 

Mr. Clark and Mr. Underwood suggested 
to the president that it would be a great help 
to the Democratsin undertaking a revision of 
the tariff if the special session were not cahed 
for thirty days after the expiration of the 
present ‘congress. Mr. Taft promised Mr. 
Underwood that he would consult with him 
about the date before issuing a call. This 
means that the special session, if it is forced 
upon the president, probably will be set for 
about April 1. 


Advocates Find Ray of Hope. 

Friends of the reciprocity agreement found 
one ray of hope in a gloomy situation when 
they heard that Senator Aldrich will be back 
in Washington on Monday. Mr. Aldrich 
already has written to the president indorsing 
the reciprocity agreemnt and his strong 
hand in the senate would be a great help to 
oth Taft in the present disorganized situa- 

on. 

The report that Mr. Aldrich will return 
from Georgia, where he has been recuper- 
ating for several weeks, could not be veri- 
fied, but his friends in the senate said that 
it was probable.

Washington, D. C., Feb 24.—The new 
Japanese treaty of trade and navigation was 
ratified tonight after a two hour executive 


session of the senate. 


The action of this government in promptly 
confirming the new agreement is expected to 
do more to prove the feeling of cordiality 
that this country has for Japan than any- 
thing that bas been done for many years. 
It is regarded as a manifestation of highest 
confidence in the advanced civilization of that 
nation. The effect will be to permit Japan 
to enter at once upon a reorganization of its 
fiseal system and the making of a new tariff 
with all nations. 

After a full discussion today the western 
senators said they would not stand tn the 
way. of ratification, which, was:acaomplished 
Without à roll call. 


Treaty Comprises 18 Articles. 
The treaty comprises eighteen articles, 


Moet of these cover subjects already treated 


in the existing convention. Perhaps the 
most important feature is a declaration by 
the Japanese ambassador that the Japanese 
government ia fully prepared to maintain 
with equal effectiveness the Umitation and 
control it has for the last three years exer- 
cised in the regulation of the emigration 
of laborers to the United States. 

The first article agserts the right of citi- 
zens or subjects of the two countries to 
emter, travel, or reside in the territories of 
the other, to carry on trade, and lease 
houses and shops and residences. 

The second article guards against domi 
ciliary visite or searches of subjects of one 
country in another, except upon’ the same 
conditions as are imposed upon nationals. 

The third article contains the right to ap- 
point consular officers. 


Reciprocal Freedom of Commerce. 

Article 4 guarantees reciprocal freedom 
of commerce and navigation. 

Article 5 provides for the regulation of im- 
port duties. 

Article 6 exempts citizens from transit du- 
ties. 

Corporations are dealt with in article 7. 

Article 8 provides that there shall be no 
discrimination between the vessels of the 
two countries in their right to carry imports 
without being liable to other or higher charges 
of duties than nattonal vessels. 

Articles 9, 10, 11, 12, and 18 all relate to 
shipping their general purport being to 
prevent discrimination. 

Article 14 promises that any trade or nav- 
igation privilege extended to another coun- 
try shall be enjoyed by the signatories to 
this treaty.

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Thomas Orchestra Plays 
Schubert's Last Symphony. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 

ANY ‘things combined to make yester- 

day’s concert one of the notable 

events of the Thomas season. The 

orchestra, despite the.fact that it had 

spent four days of the last week on 
the road, played with a freshness and enthusi- 
asm not always possible to so hard working 
an organization. The soloist, Mr. Steindel, was 
responsible for some admirable cello playing, 
and Mr. Stock was so fortunate in his revival 
of the Schubert C major symphony that it 18 
hoped he will not make us wait another two 
years before we may be permitted to hear it 
again. 

A striking commentary upon the virtuosity 
now demanded of orchestral players is af- 
forded .by the history of this symphony as 
interestingly recorded in the program notes. 
Many times it was rejected by the orchestras 
that first attempted to produce it, and there 
can be little question that the complaints for- 
merly made as to its length were inspired by 
the deliberate tempi which its technical diffi- 
culties imposed upon the orchestras of former 
generations. There was nothing in yesterday’s 
performance that suggested a concession to 
mechanical obstacies. Mr. Stock chose tempi 
that demanded the utmost facility and accu- 
racy, yet the great work was unfolded with a 
smoothness and precision that one or two 
trifling accidents could not mar and was ac- 
companied by an interplay of light and shade 
and varied orchestral color altogether fasci- 
nating. 

Interpretative refinements and subtleties 
manifested themselves in the stately progress 
of the noble introduction. Mr. Stock resisted 
the temiptation to dwell upon its melodic 
beauty, regarding it as the composer undoubt- 
edly intended it to be understood, merely as a 
preface to the vigorous, sharply contrasted 
principal movement. The unity of thought 
that resulted fully justified Mr. Stock against 
the protests of the sentimentalists who may 
have felt that their beloved melody was not 
accorded adequate impressiveness. 

Schubert was not a dramatist. For the ob- 
vious contrasts ordinarily apprehended as con- 
stituting dramatic effect his genius was alto- 
gether too fine. But he possessed the gift for 
the nobler aspects of dramatic expression, 
wherein greacness of idea is opposed to the 
intimate and the tender. He possessed, too, 
that gift to disguise the rigid outlines of sym- 
phonic form and to invest it with that fluidity 
of thought that follows ordered sequence 
without seeming sacrifice of spontaneity. Re- 
creative gifts of the highest order are de- 
manded if his music in the moment of pres- 
entation is to attain that illusive clarity that 
it possesses in such rare degree as it is heard 
again in recollection; that imparts to it at 
once its attributes of absolute beauty and the

The results as 
measured in the approval of his listeners yes- 
e supply such justification as he may re- 
guire 

Mr. Steindel in his encore, the larghetto 
from the “Mozart clarinet quintet, presented 
to the discrete organ accompaniment of Mr. 
Middelschulte, achieved results that must be 
recorded among the significant performances 
of the seasoa. As an example of beautifully 
Shaded and sustained melody, rich in warm 
tonal hues, it was masterly. Less convincing 
was the Hadley “ Koncertstiick,” which he 
contributed as one of the afternoon’s novel- 
ties, and here the fault lay with the composer 
rather than with the performer. Mr. Steindel 
endowed the composition’ with those technical 
and tonal virtues for which he is known. But 
he was unable to impart to it the qualities of 
enthusiasm, inspiration, and originality which 
it lacks. It is a diffuse and rambling work, 


‘Teutonicly reminiscent, dull and profitless, a 


grave disappointment after the promising or- 
chestral composition by this gifted young 
American presented earlier in the year. 

Strube’s comedy overture “Puck” also re- 
ceived its first hearing yesterday. It is another 
unimportant contribution to orchestral litera- 
ture, and, though of German origin, pays to 
‘the modern French school of composition the 
doubtful compliment of inept imitation. If 
one subtract from it its Debussvisms there 
remain a few trite and shopworn remnants of 
sequential form. Even in his treatment of the 
orchestra Strube is a copyist, and a clumsy 
one at that.

No Advance in Rates. 

There was a disposition at the offices of 
the interstate commerce commission today 
to comment upon the fluctuations in the 
stock markets as indicating a mircappre- 
hension of the scope and effect of

rates remain in official classification territory 

as they have been for more than twenty 
years. 

It was pointed out that the railway stocks 
affected most seriously on the exchange by 
the announcement of the decision were those 
of Mnes that in no respect could be affected 
practically by the decision. None of the far 
western roads, like the Southern Pacific, the 
Union Pacific, the Northern Pacific, and the 
Great Northern, was interested in other than 
a sentimental or sympathetic way in the rate 
cases. Their rates were not touched by the 
cases decided.

Western Men Reserve Opinions. 

While predicting a dull year in railroad clr- 
cles as far as improvemenis and extensive 
werk are concerned, the western railroad 
executives appeared to have received the 
blow with considerable equanimity as com- 
pared with their previous arguments for 
higher rates, and although manifeetly disap- 
pointed were not inclined to express decided 
opinions until after they have read the com- 
plete opinion. 

No call has yet been issued for a meeting 
in Chicago, but it „ expected to be ar- 
ranged as soon as the lawyers have perused 
the opinion. A call for the meeting of the 
eastern officials, representing the roade in 
official clazsification territory, was issued 
during the dey for Monday in New York to 
discuss what course shall be pursued by the 
roads. 

As the decigion was understood tn Chicago 
the commission intends to make no formal 
order if the roads will withdraw their tariffs 
which have been suspended pending the in- 
vestigation by the commission. 
the case, the attorneys pointed out, there 
can de no appeal unless the roads decline 
to withdraw their tariffs and thereby force 
the commission to issue an order prescribing 
the present rates fer two years. 


Change in Only One Case. 

If the tariffs filed last Maß and suspended 
after the western injunction are withdrawn, 
the status formerly exisiing is preserved 
and the roads are free to make any other at- 
tempt to advance rates they may feel will be 
accepted by the commission. 

Only in the southwestern case is any change 
made in the existing situation, as this in- 
volved rates advanced by the roadsin August, 
1908, before the law empowering the commis- 
sion to suspend tariffs pending investiga- 
tion was passed. The rates advanced at that 
time have been collected by the roads 
throughout the entire proceedings before the 
commission instituted on complaint of the 
Texas railroad commission.

SIX HURT IN DISORDER. 


Chief Executive Is Assailed by Miners 
for Giving Aid. 


Taylorville, III., Feb. 24—[Special.]—Three 
companies of militia and a troop of cavalry 


came to Taylorville today to prevent the 


threatened destruction of the E. Z. Opener 
Bag company’s plant. The request for troops 


was made by Sheriff James R. Smith of 
Christian county, following a clash between | 


the nonunion employés of the company and 
the.union sympathizers. 

The trouble was the culmination of a series 
of assaults on strikebreakers. It became so 
serious that the local authorities were unable 
to control it, and the threat that am effort 
would be made to wreck the plant caused the 
sheriff to appeal to Gov. Deneen. 


Troops from Three Towns. 

The infantry companies came from 
Springfield, Decatur, and Shelbyville. No 
disorder was apparent when they arrived, 
and tonight everything. in the town is quiet. 
The only Gigorder reported was an insult 
directed toward members of company © of 
Springfield. Capt. Ward Murray knocked the 
offender down, but did not arrest him. 

The rioting began early laet night. H. E. 
Westervelt, president of the bag company, 
asked Sheriff Smith for protection for thcse 
who were working at the plant, and deputies 
were sent to the place, which is a mile from 
the town. Here some three or four hundred 
men and women had gathered, and as em- 
ployés came from the works they were as- 
sailed with stones, beer bottles, sticks, and 
other miseiles. 

Charles Howard, John Burns, Tom Dill- 
man, Eugene Sanderburke and Charles 
Thompson were injured. All will recover. 

After an hour's rioting, Sheriff Smith was 
able to secure a semblance Of order. Most of 
the crowd dispersed, but during the night 
ginal! bodies would march néar the plant and 
hurl bricks at the factory. 


Protest by Mine Workers. 

Springfield, III., Feb. 24.—Gov. Deneen was 
denounced by Socialist members of the 
United Mineworkers of America in the state 
convention today for ordering out troops to 
assist Sheriff Smith of Christian county in 
keeping the peace, and the convention passed 
resolutions indoreing the strike of the em- 
ployés of the E Z Opener Bag company at 
Taylorville, III. 

John H. Walker, president of the Illinois 
miners, defended the action of Gov. Deneen 
in calling out the troops, saying the governor 
had no other alterrative. 0 


PICTURE SHOW MEN OUSTED 
FROM FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


Charges Against Operators Are Sus- 
tained by Governing Body—Sluggers 
Are Reported at Work.

The Moving Picture Machine Operators 
union was ousted yesterday from the Chicago 
Federation of Labor. 

Three principal charges were brought 
against the officials of the union and al were 
eustained by the executive board of the cen- 
tral body, which took the action. 

Orne of the charges, a unique one, was that 
the officials allowed the unton to fnoorporate 
under the state laws, in violation of “ trades 
‘union principles.” The others were that pay- 
ment of per capita tax to the international 
union was refused, and that assessments 
were leVied against the members without 
giving an accounting. 

The pusted organization has a membership 
of 400 and its affairs are conducted by a 
board of directors, of which William F. Men- 
zel le chairman. Lee M. Hart, secretary of 
the Theatrical Stage Employés’ Internationa! 
alliance, with which the ousted union oOrig- 
inally was affiliated, declared his life had been 
threatened by sluggers because he revoked 
the union’s charter. 

An operator who refused to join the ousted 
union was slugged Wednesday evening at 
Clark and Van Buren streets. Secretary 
Hart declared that a system of organized 
slugging is being carried on by an “ inner 
circle wrecking crew, whose emblem is a 
small button bearing a skull and crossbones. 

Officials of the Steamfitters’ union, against 
which a jurisdictional fight ie directed by the 
Plumbers’ union, held a conference with con- 
tractors during the day and agreed to supply 
a requisite number of plumbers to take the 
places of plumbers in the rival union who are 
on sirike.

The purpose of the organiza- 
tion is to obtain a strict enforcement of the 
laws regarding scalee, weights, and meas- 
ures. 

Charles A. Bookwalter. former mayor, and 
Isidor Wulfson, inspector of weights and 
measures, addressed the women and aided 
in the promotion of the plan. 


Scales in Every Home. 

The women of Indianapolis have taken a 
great interest in the movement and it is to 
be the duty of each member of the society to 
carefully weigh and measure all goods de- 
livered at their homes. 

Whenever anything is found to be short. 
even a fraction of an ounce, it is to be the 
duty of each member to call up the city in- 
spector, and a vigorous prosecution of the 
case in each instance is to be made by the 
organization. 

Women who have a high soclal standing in 
Indianapolis were present in numbers at the 
meeting and are back of the project. Dr. 
Amelia R. Keller, Indianapolis’ foremost 
woman physician, was clected president. 


Pledges Support of Council. 

Predicting that all cases of short weights 
and measures would be disposed of and that 
purchasers would receive the equivalent for 
their money within three years, former 
Mayor Bockwalter praised the inspector for 
the work he had accomplished. Wulfson 
predicted than the city council would pro- 
vide free inspection of household scales.

MANY BILLIONS MAKE MERRY 
AT MICROSCOPICAL SOIREE. 


Pad and Good Germs Gathered Together 
in Force When Annual Session of Ex- 
perts Is Heid. 


All local records of attendance t convéen- 
tions were broken ata gathering on (he north 
side last evening. The convention was tur- 
ther signalized by the absence of all speeches 
and social activities. The delegates simply 
came, tarried, end then returned home. 

The convertion vas that of several billion 
germs, bacilli, and other uncesirable ciiigens, 
Monig with a few million harmless ones and 
about 8,000 really friendly ones. They were 
gathered for the annual soiree cf the State 
Microscopical Society of Illinois and the Chi- 
cago Academy of Sciences, held at the acad- 
emy in Linc un park. 

There were 150 separate exhibits, few of 
the plates averaging less than a thousand 
inhabitants, everything from the trypanoso- 
ma gambiense, a sort of cousin germ to the 
sleeping sickness germ, to mouth germs, a 
few million of which were shown promenad- 
ing in a tiny scraping from a visitor's tooth. 

Frank C. Baker, curator of the academy, 
had on exhibit a lers of the mouth of the 
land snail, or a section of it, showing a few

dition, and another of the pond snail, with 
quite as many teeth in a mouth one-third the 
size of that of its land cousin.

BY PARIS POLICE 


Champion Billiardist Is Given 
Until Tuesday to Quit 
French Republic. 


ORDER FOUR YEARS OLD. 


Expulsion Based on Law Against 
Foreigners Who Earn Liv- 
ing by Gambling. 


Willie Hoppe of New York, world’s billiard 
champion at 18-1 and 18-2 balk line, that ho 
order of expulsion is out against him and 
have given him until Tuesday to quit the 
country. The order was issued by Premier 
Clemenceau in 1907, but Hoppe left France 
before it could be served upon him. He 
returned to France recently. The order is 
based on a law prohibiting the sojourn in 
France of foreigners who live by gambling. 


| Hoppe, accompanied by his bride, sailed 
from New York Feb. 11. His destination 


was Paris, where he had accepted an offer of the 
Olympia academy to give exhibitions against the 
leading French billiard experts, It was said he 
was to receive $1,000 a month during his engage- 
ment. 

Hoppe is not the first American bilMardiet to 
be sent out of France by the authorities. In April 
1907, George Sutton wae expelled for an alleged 
breach of the prevention of gambling lew. Sut- 
ton had been playing at establishments on the 
boulevards where it was said public betting on 
the game prevailed.

The senate has just been stirred, wa are 
told, by a revelation of the private virtues 
of William Larimer. 

We beg to call to its attention 
thoughts of Lord Macaulay on a somewhat 
simflar line of argumentation. If the sena- 
tors wilkread the following lines, those who 
may have been overcome by their emotions 
during Senator Bailey’s and Mr. Lorimer's 
addresses may be assisted to recover: 

“The advocates of Charles I., says 
Macaulay, “like the advocates of other male- 
factors against whom overwhelming ev. 
dence is produced, generally decline all coa- 
troversy about the facts and content them- 
selves with calling testimony to character. 
He had so many private virtues! .. . 
A religious zeal, not more sincere than that 
of his son, . . and a few of the ordi- 
nary household decencies which half the 
tombstones in England claim for those who 
lie beneath them. A good father! A good 
husband! Ample apologies, indeed, for fif- 
teen years of persecution, tyranny, and 
falsehood! 

“We charge him with having broken his 
coronation oath; and we are told that he 
kept his marriage vow! We acctse him of 
having given up his people to the merciless 
inflictions of the most hot headed and hard 
hearted of prelates; and the defense is fhat 
he took his little son on his knee and kissed 
him! We censure him for having violated 
the articles of the Petition of Right, after 
having, for good and valuable considera- 
tions, promised to observe them; and we 
are informed that he was accustomed to 


some 


hear prayers at 6 o’clock in the morning! 


* For ourselves, we own that we do not 
understand the common phrase, a good man 
but a bad king. We can as easily conceive 
a good man and an unnatural father, or a 
good man and a treacherous friend. We 
cannot, in estimating the character of an 
individual, leave out of our consideration 
his conduct in the Lost important of human 
relations; and if in that relation we find him 
to have been selfish, cruel, and deceitful, we 
shall take the liberty to call him a bad 
man, in spite of all his temperance at table 
and all his regularity at chapel.” 

It ought not to be difficult for the senate. 
it certainly is easy for the people of Chicago, 
to make the slight, changes in the foregoing 
lines to make them apply with full sardonic 
force to the case of Lorimer.

We are at a loss. There are times when 
we think all poets should be in jail, but 
even in our bitterest thoments we would 
make exception of Futurist poets—at least 
much would depend upon the character cf 
the jail. Futurists get such sweet enjoy- 
ment ont of freedom that the imprisonment 
of one is like caging a skylark. But life 
cannot be all absinthe and cigarets. 

Our practical thought is this: Before a 
world movement could be started for Brother 
Marinetti he will be released by the process 
of law. This is his misfortune. World 
movements\ start slowly. If the sentence 
had been for two or three years there would 
be some hope. Wesuggest that he transiate 
another book and give us another chance. 
There must be some novel in all broad, fair 
France which might earn a man a comforta- 
ble jail sentence for life. Then we justi- 
fiably may become intellectually heroic and 
nationally bellicose. 


GOOD ADVICE FOR THE PRIMARIES, 

Readers of Tue Trisune already have 
been warned that the coming election ia- 
volves half the membership of the city coun- 
cil as well as the mayoralty. The report 
of the Municipal! Voters’ league now further 
emphasizes this fact and offers a reliable 
guide for the primary voter to follow. 

The league’s report especially calls attea- 
tion to the primary contests in five critical 
wards—namely: the Fourth, now misrepre- 
sented by James M. Dauiey, a gang alder-

ORD GAGE, who, not content with his 

seat in the house of lords as an English 

baron, is endeavoring to establish his 

right to a vote at the election of repre- 

tive peers of Ireland as an Irish 

viscount, a strain of American blood in 

his veins. One of his ancestors was governor 

and commander in chief of King George IIL’s 

forces im North America at the outbreak of 
the war of independence. 

This member of the house of Gage, Thomas 
by name, married in 1757 Marge>ret, daughter 
council of 
New Jersey; her mother being ad daughter of 
Stephen Van Cortlandt. Another ancestor of 
Lord Gage, Sir William Gage, seventh 
baronet, who flourished in the reign of George 
I., introduced into England the plum known 
as the greengage, which was in consequence 
thereof mamed after him. 

I may add that the present Viscount Gage 
is popularly known among his friends and 
cronies by the nickname of Greengage. 
The viscount is.a small man, of barely middle 
stature, slight in build, dark, and shows the 
traces of a pre-nuptial existence which can 
only be described as giddy in the extreme. 

In fact he had such a reputation for friv- 
olity that when the report was published of 
his engagement to the lovely Leila Peel, 
daughter of the Rev. Frederick Peel, sister of 
Arthur Peel, British envoy in Siam, and a 
_grandniece of the famous Sir Robert Peel, no 
one would belle ve it. 
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Lady Gage has inherited much of the fas- 
cination of her grandmother, Lady Elizabeth 
Peel, one of the most celebrated English 
beauties of the early part of the nineteenth 
century, and the only woman not of. royal 
rank with whom Nicholas I. of Russia danced 
during his visit to London. Her devoted ad- 
mirers included the late Earl of Dysart, 
grandfather of the present earl, who when 
she refused to accord him her hand locked 
himself up in a small house off the Strand, 
from which he never emerged during the re- 
maining forty years of his life, and where he 
led the existence of a hermit, having his food 
conveyed to hin through a hole in the door 
of his apartment and never permitting any 
one to have access to his lodgings, not even 
the servants. His business with his lawyers 
he transacted entirely by means of writing, 
and left a fortune estimated at $15,000,000. 

Another unsuccessful suitor was Prince 
Paul Esterhazy, then Austrian ambassador 
in London. He, however, did not take his 
failure so much to heart. For he not only 
attended the wedding, but actually handed 
the beautiful Lady Betty into the carriage 
as she was starting on her honeymoon. 

Moreover, this accomplished courtier act- 
ually reappeared on the scene when the young 
couple arrived at their destination on the 
night of their marriage and again had the 
honor of offering his arm to the bride as she 
alighted from her carriage at the door of 
the country seat which had been placed at her 
disposal and that of the bridegroom. 

Prince Esterhazy had gained his end by 
bribing the postboys to learn the locality 
of the honeymoon, and then by hiring releys 
of fast horses that he might anticipate the 
bridal journey. 
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Lord and Lady Gage havea grand old rd 
near Lewes, in Sussex, known as Firle Park, 
which has been in the possessionof the Gages 
since the reign of Edward VI. It resembles 
an old French chateau, and is situated on an 
eminence of the Southdowns, commanding 
extensive land and sed views, and inclosed 
in a finely wooded park of several thousand 
acres. 

The picture gallery contains many notable 
historic portraits, including one of Sir John 
Gage. painted by Holbein to the order of 
Henry VIII.. who held Sir John ‘th special 
favor, creating him constable of the Tower 
of London and a Knight of the Garter. 

The family claim descent from a Sire de 
Gaugi. who is named on the roll of Battle 
Abbey among those who fought under Wwtl- 
liam the Conqueror at the battle of Hastings 
and seems to have derived his name from the 
seigniory of Gaugy, near Rouen, in Nor- 
mandy. 


Robert Gage was beheaded for his infatua- 
tion with Mary Queen of Scots. Col. Sir 
Henry Gage greatly distinguished himself 
as governor of Oxford as one of the most de- 
voted adherents of Charles I. and after twice 
relieving Basing house, was killed by the 
Roundheads at Cullum bridge. 

Another of the Gages, John by name, owner 
of Firle Park, was created a baronet by 
James I., and the eighth baronet was by rea- 
son of his great territorial possessions and of 
the political influence which they command- 
ed, raised to the peerage as Viscount Gage. 

It was his younger brother, Joseph, who 
acquired such a colossal fortune by the Mis- 
sissippi Bubble scheme. His wealth was es 
timated at the then fantastic figure of 800 
000,000, and it is no wonder that his head was 
turned to the extent of leading him to make 
unsuceessful attempts to vurchase, first of 
all, the crown of Poland, and after that the 
crown of Sardinia. 

Ultimately he lost all his money, and then. 
making his way to Spain, he devoted himself 
to developing the mineral. wealth of that 
kingdom with such success that he acquired 
another great fortune, becoming a grandee 
of the first class and commander-in-chief of 
the Spanish army in Lombardy. He left ne 
sons, but only two daughters, by his mar- 
riage with the daughter of the second Mar- 
quis of Powis. 
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Rumors are rife at the court of Vienna that 
a match has been arranged between young 
Archduchess Elizabeth, who made her debut 
at the state ball the other day at the Hof- 
burg, and the 24 year old Archduke Charies 
Francis, who is second in the line of succes- 
sion to the throne of the dual empire. 

Archduchess Elizabeth is the eldest of the 
children of Archduchess Valerie, the favor- 
ite daughter of the old emperor, with whom 
he has virtually made his home since the 
murder of the empress. She and her children 
live with him at Schoenbrunn and at Ischl, 
while he invariably spends Christmas with 
her at her case of Wallsee. 

Indeed, thœe is none of his grandchiléren 
with whom he is on terms of such affection: 
ate intimacy as with the youngsters of his 
daughter Valerie, whom he has seen grow up 
around him since their earliest infancy. 

Bo Archduchess Elizabeth has inherited 

Sreater extent than any other of the 
grin bchitheess of the emperor the features, 
the traits, the mannerisms, and the graceful 
carriage of the murdered empress. Indeéd, 
the resemblance to her grandmother is of the

1, On a full fair cash value of $1,300, assessed 
or one-third value, $433, the rate is°$5.01 on each 
assessed $100, which would make the taxes 5621. 00. 
Improvement $3,800, assessed value 61.260, taxes 
563.42. The first taxes on the improvement will be 
due in 1912. 

2. Taxes on all realeestate are from April Ist 
each year, and the taxes are due on April 1—that 
is, taxes for 1910 are due and payable on April 1, 
1011. Taxes are a lien against the property, and 
in the purchase of real estate taxes should be 
specified in agreement. 

3. Failure to pay taxes on or before the Ist day 
of May each year, a penalty of 1 per cent is added 
for May, 2 per cent for June, and 3 per cent for 
July, and if not paid by the Ist day of August 
property is sold for taxes. 

4. Sworn schedules are made only for personal 
property. Buildings or improvements are figured 
by the board of assessors at so much per cubic foot, 
according to the construction of the building. 
Failure to make a sworn schedule to the board of 
assessors, personal property is estimated by the 
board of assessors and à penalty of 50 per cent 
added for failure to file a schedule. All real estate 
in Cook county is revalued every four years. 

The above also answers question No. 5. 

6. After the board of assessors complete their 
work each year, during the month of June, the 
books are turned over to the board of review for 
revision, where complaints can be made either on 
personal property or real estate.

UCH has been said since the death of 

Tolstol of the singular neglect shown 

his great and markedly original fic- 

tion. The attention of critics, eulo- 

gists, and biographers has been con- 

centrated upon his religious and philosophic 

teaching, and those who have felt the im- 

press of his sad and lofty fiction upon their 

minds have inquired how it was possible for 

the creator of a titanic world of the imagina- 

tion to pass from life without receiying full 

recognition as an artist. That his unique 

powers as a writer of fiction should have 

been almost lost sight of in the acciaim of- 

fered to his philosophic genius seeme at first 

glance incredible. But the reason is, after 
all, not far to seek. 

He who takes up the fiction of Leo Tolstoi 
expecting to find there something from which 
an ascetic might have cause to react will 
goon find his mistake. 


—~o- 

In the stories and novels of Tolstol will be 
discovered the same protests against war, 
hypocrisy, selfishness, and corroding conven- 
tion. the same sympathetic concern for the 
oppressed and discountenanced, the same re- 
pudiation of the indulgent life that charac- 
terize his religious writings. To his earnest 
fiction, with its passionate moral purpose. 
the religious essays and My Confession ” 
seem a culmination, and looking back over 
the long life of this extraordinary man, with 
his insatiate appetite for God, i is easy 
enough to see how he passed from the por- 
trayal of such men as the hero of The Cos- 
gacks,’’ and of Resurrection,’ and of Levin 
gn Anna Karenina into a Ufe of contem- 
platlon, humble service, amd eventual mar- 
tyrdom. The hounds of heaven were upon 
the trail of each and every one of these men, 
even as they were upon that of Tolstoi; it 
seemed to them, as to him, that after all the 
imaginabie ingredients of happiness had been 
poured into the cup of life it still remained 
taeteless and flat, lacking the mystic essente 
of religion. 

In writing so sincere there was certain to 
be manifested a beautiful spontaneity. True, 
Tolstoi could become self-conscious, he could 
write for effect, and he insisted upon extend- 
ing his product interminably as he corrected 
it, yet in spite of all these things he main- 
tained that accent of belief in what he had 
to say which converted his very prolixity 
into contributory evidence of the truth of his 
tales. 


~~ 

The influence of other writers is now and 
then apparent in his work. It does not re- 
quire his occasional references to Dickens to 
show that he isa studentof him. His humor, 
tinctured with acid, his idealization of the 
humble, and pis delight in eccéntricities show 
him to have had tastes in common with the 
great Englishman. He is as careful an ob- 
server of detail as Kipling, and in The Cos- 
sacks," in Resurrection,“ and elsewhere he 
uses his knowledge of curious customs much 
as Kipling might have usedit. But he pos- 
gesses what neither Dickens nor Kipling could 
lay claim to—the ability to portray thought 
even better than action. He is dramatic in 
the sense that the classic play writers were 
so. With him, as with them, emotion lies at 
the source of action—action appears to be but 
an incident, a resultant of the swift and 
dominating drama within. Im this he re- 
sembles Thomas Hardy rather more than any 
other Englishman. The austerity or the 
beauty with which he can clothe nature and 
the almost terrible relations of nature ané 
man are reminders of Hardy, too. If Tolstoi 
pays tribute to any Frenchman one would 
There are nu- 
merous strong points of resemblance between 
Emma Boyary and the nobler Anna Kare- 
nina. Nor must one be surprised at discov- 
ering that this Russian, who loved to depict 
the wilderness and the strong and romantic 
men who dwelt in it, was a firm admirer of 
Cooper and his pathfinding heroes.

It is curious that Toistoi’s most frequent 
references to authors are not to Russians, 
Frenchmen, or Germans, but to Englishmen 
and Americans. It is of Spencer, Mill, Ben- 
tham, Henry George, Thoreau, and Dickens 
that he speaks oftenest. 

& certain class of modern writers, who 
have in mind the immortal writers of Greece, 
aspire to preserve in static impersonality all 
they write. But these advocates of the ob- 
jective must not think to take Leo Tolsto! 
for their model. He was one of those un- 
usual men who, finding themselves subject to 
profound emotions, yet contrive by means 
of a dominating intellect, desire to serve, and 
an irresistible instinct for self-exploitation 
to record these emotions. If he wasa studeni 
of life in general he was ten thousand times 
more the student of his own soul. If he 
studied Cossacks in the Caucasus, prisoners 
in Siberia, peasants in the poor villages, fash- 


ilona ble men and women in their own drawing 


rooms, politicians in the offices, adventur- 
esses in their haunts, beggars by the road- 
side, hunters in their forests, fighters behind 
the fortifications, he scrutinized Leo Tolstoi 
everywhere. The instincts, involuntary

After the completion of this great book, in 
which, if ever, Tolstoi permitted himself to 
employ his scientifically accurate data as 
well as to exercise all his knowledge of the 
structure and the nuances of art, there came 
a time of religious crisis. It was filled with 
the composition of My Confession’ and 
similar works. But the artist ſn Tolstoi had 
not yet capitulated. Two dramas were to 
come from his pen. One, The Powers of 
Darkness, is said to have a rich, dark beau- 
ty resembling that of Marlowe; the second, 
“The Fruits of Civilization,’’ was light in 
vein and touched with satire.

“Anna Karenina had deen a warning 
against breaking the ties of marriage. ‘‘ The 
Kreutzer Sonata was to show the degrad- 
ing influence of a marriage essayed upon no 
firmer foundation than that of magnetic at- 
traction. It shocked Russia profoundly, but 
no less than Resurrection,“ in which Tol- 
stoi laid aside those restraints and ameni- 


j ties which fall under the head of taste 


and committed himself to a violent realian 
as well as to startling criticisms of the rites 
of the church. 

Again the hero was an autobiographic 
shadow of himself, but it was a shadow of 
feeble outlines, and at no time are the read- 
er's sympathies intensely enlisted for him. 
What little sympathy exists diminishes when 
Mekhlindoff’s great sacrifice proves futile 
and he returns from his self-exile to Siberia 
frustrate, without the woman he went to 
save. There is no doubt about the resent- 
ment felt by readers at the dénouement of 
this book. 

Now and then Tolstoi imitates the naive 
candor of Raphael and intrudes his own 
face and figure among those of his charac- 
ters—this in addition to the large, vague 
self-portrait incorporated in his hero. For 
example, in “ Resurrection’ four persom 
who appear but for that one episode watch 
from their luxurious carriage the passage of 
the abject train of prisoners doomed to ex- 
portation. The man and woman turn their 
faces from this revolting spectacle, the girl 
makes no inquiries, but the boy with the 
long, thin neck who looked at the procession 
of prisoners without taking his eyes off 
them knew, firmly and without any doubt, 
for he had it from God, that these people 
were the same kind that he was, and like all 
other people, and that, therefore, some great 
wrong had been done them. And he was 
sorry for them and felt no horror either of 
those who were shaved and chained nor 
yet of those who had shaved and chained 
them. And so the boy's lips pouted more 
and more and he made greater and greater 
efforts not to cry.“ 

Who can question the identity of this vig- 
nette? 

, — 

It is not to Tolstoi that we are to go for 
mere amusement, although we shall find a 
rare diversion in such characters as the gen- 
tle servant Nikita in Master and Man,“ 
who loved animals ever better as man failed 
him: or in the old Cossack Yerosha, whose 
pagan sentiments ring like good Roman 
coin; or in shabby, true Dolly, the most com- 


monplace and admirable of women, the foil 


to the restless Anna Karenina. But on the 
whole it is with the solemnities that Tolstoi 
deals. 

He is of those who not only perceive the 
outward gestures of life bu who apperceive 
the impelling thoughts and follow them to 
their logical conclusion. His attitude to- 
ward life is that of the physician, and it is 
not surprising that, after having written 
fiction enough to justify himself to the world, 
he found this method too roundabout to sat- 
isfy his ever growing concern for mankind. 
He was titam enough to pass by such an 
achievement. as Anna Karenina as of 
small account, though the vividness of the 
illusion produced by it is not exceeded by any 
book ever written. Women must die and be 
forgotten, but Karenina is not one of these. 
She lives, as many other of Tolstol’s char- 
acters do, embalmed in the rich spices of 
enduring art. 

— 

Among the season’s debutantes—in book 
overs, that is to say—there is one little 
maiden who promises to achieve wonderful 
popularity through her original charm and 
lovableness. 

She is the one whose diary we are allowed 
to read in “THE ANNALS OF ANN” 
(Bobbs Merrill),. by Kate Trimble Sherber. 

At first, when Ann gets the notion of keep- 
ing a diary, she doesn’t know exactly just 
how it is done, so she copies that of her Aunt 
Eunice, as a pattern.“ 

And so we are treated to a pretty love 
story in the very beginning. and that is no 
sooner told than another looms up on the 
horizon. Ann comes to the conclusion early 
im life that love ig the one thing worth 
writing about, and in her own delightful 
style of mixed clauses and grammatical im- 
proprieties she tells what she sees. 

And that is not the only shrewd observa- 
tion she makes. Witnessthese: “Ifa per- 
gon is trying to be romantic it is a better plan 
to meet a man under a cedar tree with a 
tired expression than it is to sprain your 
ankle so they will have to carry you home 
in their arms like they do in books. I don't 
know why authors sprain so many of their 
characters’ ankles and then let them make 
love smelling of liniment.”’ 

“The bad part about making your living 
out of poetry or art is that so often you 
don’t do it.” 

„A heathen,” she concludes, “ is anybody 
that lives on the other side of the map from 
us. 

Much of her wisdom in the affairs of love 
comes from another very original charac- 
ter, her Mammy Lou, the colored nurse and 
cook, four times married. 

“The longer you keep a man feelin’ like 
he’s on a redhot stove the better he loves 
you,” advises this experienced high priestess. 
„An' a husban’e got to be treated jus’ like a 
lover! A good, heavy poker's a fine thing to 
make a husban' know ‘is place—an’ lawk! a 
lazy husban’s like a greasy churn—you have 
to. give him a thorough scaldin’ to do any 
good!“

R. THOMAS ADDIS EMMET of this 
city has just written a stout volume 
that he calls INCIDENTS OF MY 
LIFE” (Putnam). It is, as the title 
indicates, an autobiography, and, be- 

ing partial to biography, I have found this 
one specially interesting. Dr. Emmet, who 
at the present moment isin South America, 
was born in 1828, but he still enjoys life, and 
apparently has no fear of fatal results or he 
would not take so long a journey at the age of 
83. His book reads as though it were written 
because he enjoyed writing it. He begins with 
his early youth and chats on about the people 
he has met, and the majority are most inter- 
esting people. The book is full of anecdotes 
well told, showing that Dr. Emmet’s Irish 
blood has sharpened his sense of humor. He 
was born in Charlottesville, Va., but came 
to New York early in life, and here he has 
lived ever since the days when St. John's 
park was a fashionable locality and Broad- 
Way an unpaved and muddy thoroughfare. 
His negro stories are particularly amusing. 


—~o- 
Dr. Emmet never met Poe, though he might 
easily have done so. But he knew his inti- 
mate friend, John R. Thompson, the editor 
of the Southern Literary: Messenger. I also 
knew John R. Thompson after he had come 
to New York, and where he was at the time 
the Hterary editor of the Evening Post. 
When Dr. Emmet was a boy his father took 
him to Washington on his way to New York 
and he saw John Quincy Adams, who was 
then serving in congress after he had retired 
from the presidency. He also saw Henry 
Clay and John C. Calhoun The latter he 
describes as a remarkable looking man, and 
as he remembers his appearance, He was 
the most intellectual looking man I saw.” 
Daniel Webster seemed to him “ stupid and 
indifferent until he had been speaking for 
a while, and Benton much the same.“ Van 
Buren's face interested him, as he seemed 
to be quick and wideawake,“ and Polk, who 
was afterwards president, looked to him 
“like a clergyman and a good man.“ All 
these prominent men were dressed the same, 
fn blue dress coats and bréss buttons. When 
Dr. Emmet, his father, and nurse arrived in 
New York they visited the Scudder museum 
on the corner of Ann street and Broadway, 
which was later purchased by Barnum. 
Among the many wonderful things that they 
saw wae a large cage of monkeys. No one of 
the party was more enthusiastic than the 
colored nurse in this, her first, acquaintance 
with the monkey species. She, in her ad- 
miration for the exhibit, exclaimed at the 
top of her voice: ‘‘ Well, if they ain't just 
like folks!” She confided to Dr. Emmet: 
J ’spect dees is niggers, and dey par and 
mar don’t talk none, kase dey got sense and 
know if dey does talk, some white folks 
gwine put dem to work.” 


Dr. Emmet knew Barnum in after life, and 


whenever he saw him he could not help re- 
call to him the interrogation of am old negro: 
Tou ever seen dis nigger Barnum done nick- 
named Kino somethin’? He ain't no Kino 
nothin’, but my sister Jane Williams’ Bill, 
who done hire himself to Barnum fora dollar 
a week and all the chicken he can eat.“ This 
is the history of the Dog Headed Boy ” 
whom Barnum had on exhibition for so long 
a time. 
—~=- 

When Dr. Emmet was a practicing physi- 
clan in New York, he was called in by Bar- 
num, who put his family under hiscare. The 
famous showman's frequent salutation to 
him was: Doc, with the beautiful business 
you have got, you do not advertise enough. 
You can’t continue to prosper if you don't 
advertise and do enough of it.“ 

I have learned something from Dr. Em- 
met’s book that I did not know before, and 
that is why the steeple of St Paul’s church, 
at the corner of Vesey street and Broadway, 
faces the wrong way. The steeple is at the 
back, the entrance on Broadway. It seems 
that when it was built it faced on Greenwich 
street, which was then the main road to the 
country along the water edge, while Broad- 
way at this point was only a cow path. 

While in New York, and still a child, Dr. 
Emmet put up at a hotel at Rockaway. which 
must have been a fashionable, though, from 
his account, not attractive place. Mme. 
Bonaparte and the family of Philip Hone of 
New York were stopping there. Of these he 
only remembers Mme. Bonaparte. She had 


been. one of the most beautiful women of her* 


day, but as Dr. Emmet recollects her, she 
was rather stout and undersized.’”’ 

When Dr. Emmet grew up he met, both 
here and in England, many famous men, but 


he did not like them all. Among those whom 
he did not like was Thackeray, whom he dis- 
liked so much that he says, “I have never 
given his books shelf room in my library’ 
He thinks he was conceited and bitter, and 
everything that those who really knew him 
know that he was not. Dickens he thought 
kindly and genial. I wonder if he thought 
his “American Notes” kindly and genial! 
Strange enough, he did not like Parnell, 
whom one might have expected he would 
have liked much: because of his Irish affill- 
ations. He gave him credit for patriotism, 
but, possibly from some defect in my own 
organization, I felt I never could trust him.“ 
From the time he first met him he was con- 
scious of the existence of a mutual feeling 
of antipathy.” 
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“LOVE AND MARRIAGE ” is the title of 
a new book’ by Ellen Key, author of The 
Century of the Child,“ which will be pub- 
lished in the course of a- few days by her 
American publishers, the Messrs. Putnam, 
and by half a dozen other publishers in as 
many countries in the world. Ellen Key has 
now become a writer. whose audience is walt- 
ing for her not only in Sweden, ber own 
country, but all over the world. As the title 
of this book shows, it is devoted to her favor- 
ite topic, and while she does not write sen- 
sationally, she certainly makes sensational 
statements. No doubt some of her recom- 
mendations aré sound, but if what she be- 
lieves were the belief of the world in general 
it would be a pretty bad thing for family 
life, and also for morals, for all men and 
women are not like Ellen Key. 

Mr. Havelock Ellis, an authority on social 
problems, contributes an introduction to this 
volume in which he says that this is the 
most important book that Ellen Key has 
presented to the English speaking world. In 
this introduction Mr. Ellis tells the story of 
Ellen Key’s life, which has not been a par- 
ticularly adventurous one. She was born in 
1849 on the country estate of her father, who 
was a Radical in politics, but his wife came 
of an old and noble family. Ellen was their 
oldest child. She was educated for the most 
part at home by German, French, and Swed- 
ish teachers. She tried her hand first at 
writing novels, but her mother convinced her 
that that was not her forte, and she left off 
writing fiction for a while and contributed to 
the newspapers. As a result of an agricul- 
tural crisis her father lost all his property, 
and at the age of 30 she became a teacher 
in a girls’ school. 

It was not until after she had reached mid- 
dle life that she published her first book, and 
every book that she has written since then 
has attracted wide attention. Her views are 
much like those expressed by Mary Woll- 
stonecraft in her Vindication of the Rights 
of Woman.“ 

In England,“ says Mr. Ellis, and the 
same may be said of America, we are yet but 
at the beginning of this new phase of the 
woman movement; we are only now begin- 
ning to understand the rights of woman to be 
unlike man’s rights, which, as Ellen Key un- 
derstands them, include, although they go 
beyond, the rights embodied ſh the earlier 
clatms. The dogmatic fanatics of every 
party, it is true, cannot endure Ellen Key; 
they cannot understand her, though she un- 
derstands them, and even regards them with 
a certain ‘sympathetic tolerance, as we 
should expect from a disciple of Montaigne 
and Shakspeare, and Goethe.” 

Mr. Havelock Ellis compares her to Olive 
Schreiner, the prophet of a movement which 
transcends merely isolated measures of re- 
form.“ And he goes on to say that in this 
book especially we feel that we are in the 
inspiring presence of a woman whose per- 
sonality is one of the chief moral forces of 
our times.“

PRICES OF HOGS DROP LOWER 


Heavy Receipts Here and at Other 
Markets Prove Depressing. 


SHEEP AND LAMBS ARE WEAK 


Big Flock Returned to Country; Cattle 
Trade Is Sluggish. 


A further decline of 100 was made in hog 
prices at Chicago yesterday, with heavy re- 
ceipts here and at other prominent markets 
acting as the depressing factor. Packers 
made generous purchases at the decline and 
orders here from eastern cities, along with 
inquiries from a Milwaukee packer, afforded 
an outlet for nearly all offerings, closing the 
market. in a strong position, with part of the 
early loss recovered. Sheep and lamb trade 
was in bad condition at ea further drop of 100 
180 in prices and a big flock of aheep was sent 
back to the country because no outlet could 
be found here. Sellers found ft almost im- 
possible to get packers interested in their 
offerings, and even with stock going back to 
nearby feed lots there were heavy accumula- 
tions of both sheep and jambs carried over 
unsold. Cattle trade was slow and feature- 
less, with values showing little change. 


HOGS. 


Early sales were at a decline of fully 100 from 
Thursday's opening level, but the market gradually 
hardened as the seasion progressed and late trans- 
actions showed a loss of scarcely 5c. Posting of 
receipts at 80,000 head started the downward 
movement of values, while the generous support 
given by local killers and the competition the 
latter had to contend wigh om account of brisk buy~- 
ing by eastern shippers and Cudahy buyers were 
the causes that brought about the late rally. 

Most of the offerings were divided into two 
classes, the lightweight hogs and the butcher 
grades. The former sold briskly at $7.30@7.45, 
while the latter class made 7. 1607.28, with the 
bulk of the day’s business at 57. 10 7 88. Repre- 
eentatives of the Milwaukee packer wanted licht- 
weight hoge and paid up to $7.45. the top of the 
day, for supplies, while local killera bought chiefiy 
the buteher grades amaesing their droves at an

Holders of sheep and lambs were willing to ac- 
cept almost any price for their offerings, but they 
found packers heavily loaded with stock bought 
earlier in the week and carried over from day to 
day on account of the suspension of killing opera- 
tions on Wednesday, and learned that there was 
practically no market for ive muttons. This con- 
dition might have been mastered a few days ago, 
especially as fresh receipts were only 8,000 head, 
but there were fully 5,000 sheep and lambs in the 
pens which had been carried from Thursday, and as 
this was the last active market day this week, sell- 
ers had no alternative but to ship stock back to the 
country. 

About 1,000 sheep were shipped to a nearby point, 
where they are to be sheared and held until the 
market here improves. Close to 5,000 head were 
again locked up for future distribution, and the 
remainder of the crop was sold for whatever hoié- 
ers could get. An outside buyer paid $6.15 for a 
band of fancy fed lambs, which would have brought

Cars and other equipment were figured 
upon extensively, and there was also strong 
buying of wire products, pipe, and merchant 
iron.

Metal working branches booked satisfactory 
orders for early execution, and high outputs were 
made of farm implements, electric appliances, 
heavy hardware, foundry, forge, and brase work, 

The woodworking lines show increased effec- 
tiveness in machinery and hands active, large 
forwardings being made of furniture and building 


needs, 

“‘ Lumber sales reflect growing absorption, but 
receipts from the mills have declined and short- 
age of desirable grades gives firmness to average 


values. 

‘‘ Tanning operations increase slightly and there 
is better outside demand for leather. The market 
for hides ig adequately supplied and pressure of 
offerings affects quotations.

IN CHICAGO PLAN 


Charles H. Wacker Asks Peo- 


ple’s Support for Widening 
of Twelfth Street. 


WILL GO TO THE COUNCIL. 


Citizens’ Aid in Enlisting Alder- 
men’s Votes Is Sought by 
| Commission.

On Monday, Feb: 20, the board of local 


improvements of the city of Chicago passed 


a resolution that a local improvement be 
made in the city of Chicago as follows: 
Bast and West Twelfth street be widened 
between South Michigan avenue and South 
Ashiand avenue. Notice of public hearing 
was given on that date, fixed for March 2 
at 10 o'clock a. m, in the council chamber 
of the new oity hall. 

The notice states that the extent, nature, 
kind, character, and estimated cost of the 
proposed improvement may be changed by 
the board of local improvements at the public 
heuring, as provided by law, and that all 
persons desiring, will then be heard as to the 
mecessity, nature, or the qost, as estimated, 
ot euch improvement. Recymmendation to 
widen Twelfth street was mage by a special 
committee of the Chicago plan commission 
to fits executive cOmmittee. It was after- 
wards retified by the entire commission, 
which is a body of 828 persons appointed by 
the mayor, composed of men from every walk 
of lite. 


‘First Step After Five Years. 
After five years of thought and strenuous 
labor, and the expenditure of more than 
$100,000, contributed by a handful of public 
spirited citizens, the widening of Tweifth 
street, the first step in the realization of a 
plan for Chicago is about to be inaugurated. 
The cost will be trivial compared with what 
other cities are doing. Boston and Phlladel- 
phia are spending large sums. Cleveland, 
one-fifth the size of Chicago, is epending 
twenty millions of dollars for the building of 
@ civic center and a great avenue leading 

therefrom to the lake front in that city. 
Many people on the west side strongly favor 
the Twelfth street improvement, believing, 


as does the — that the improve- 


in that action in every way and tre mendous- 
ly increase thé value of real eatate, especially 
on and adjacent to Twelfth street. 


This Is the Critica] Time. 

The crucial test of Chicago's sense and per- 
formance of duty in public improvements is 
at hand. The question to decide is whether 
Chicago shall in future build toward an or- 
derly, sane, and attractive plan or go on in 
@ haphazard, extravagant, and orderiess 
way. This tremendously important issue 
must be decided by the people themselves. 

The people of Chicago generally get what 
they want. Do we want a plan? If so, the 
Chicago plan commission should be backed 
by every citizen. Chicago's offorts through 
its plan commission are attracting wide- 
spread attention in Enrope. Other cities 
in our own country are almost daily writing 
us for charts and other information. 

Commissions in New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston, Indianapolis, and Cleveland, backed 
by public spirit, expreseed in the action of 
their respective city authorities, are doing 
things. What will Chicago do? That's the 
question. 

Urges People to Act. 

After the public hearing it is hoped the 
board of loca] improvements will present an 
ordinance to the city council late in March. 
Every citizen in each ward should see to it 
and make it his businese to urge favorable 
action on the part of his aldermen. Viewed 
from every possible angle, there can be no 
fair nor reasonable objection to the widening 
of Twelfth street on the part of any citizen. 

Inéifference, narrowness, selfishness form 
eertain barriers in every move for the public 
welfare, but even the few possessed of such 
negative qualities should give way to this 
first step in carrying out a plan for Chicago. 

Every citizen should march forward shoul- 
der to shoulder with the great giant “ Prog- 
ress in the interests of the common good. 

We are prone to criticise our city council 
for sins of omission and commission. We 
are often hypercritical in our censure, for- 
getting that we, the people, the voters, the 
power which creates the council, are fre- 
quently the real obstructionists. Many an 
alderman would doubtless exercise his full 
prerogative of office freely and intelligently 
in the right direction in such matters if it
